Packers Ticket Office 

Erected in 1890 on the northwest corner of Walnut and Jefferson streets, the building was 
originally used as the annex to the old Brown County Courthouse. Later it became the home of 
the Green Bay Women’s Club. In the 1940s, the American Legion and the Green Bay Packers 
Ticket Office occupied the site before it was razed in 1955 to make way for a new post office. 

The site is now occupied by the Sophie Beaumont Building, which houses the Brown County 

Human Services Department.
